jumped, but fell on his 
hands at the boUom of the pile, and 
the top beams were thrown over on 
him by the crane. 


Webber Accused as Accessory 


In Killing oí RosenthaL 


NATION 
WIDE 
SEARCH 
ON 


Hearings before the coroner in New 
York city for the five men accused 
or held as witnesses in the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, were 
continued until Thursday at the re­ 
quest of District Attorney Whitman, 
that the nation-wide search for the 
gunmen who did the actual killing 
might continue. 


The district attorney expects more 
evidence of convincing character by 
Thursday and then also will be able to 
give thè authority for the statements 
he makes against the prisoners. 


Louis "Bridgie” Webber, a gambler, 
was held as an accessory in the mur­ 
der of Rosenthal by Coroner Foinberg. 
The hearings of Louis Libby and Wil­ 
lie Shapiro, chauffeurs and owners of 
the "murder car," and Jack Rose wero 
continued. 
Sam Paul and Jack Sulli­ 
van, a former newsboy, were held as 
material witnesses. 


Counsel for Webber and Paul later 
obtained from Justice Giegerich, of 
the state supreme court, a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus, ordering the warden of 
the Tombs to produce the men in 
court. 
Counsel alleged that the two 
men were being detained without due 
process of law. 


Commissioner Dougherty, the first 
and only witness, testified that Jack 
Rose, following his arrest, admitted 
to him that the gray car, Hnown as 
“the murder car,” had been hired by 
him on the night Rosenthal was mur­ 
dered in front of the Hotel Metropole. 
Dougherty declared that he had also 
questioned other persons (whom ho 
would not name), ^ io s e statements, 
he said, made it Impossible for Rose 
to deny successfully his part in the 
crime. 


Dougherty further testified that he 
had secured evidence positive enough 
to involve Libby in the murder, and 
Coroner Felnberg ordered the owner 
of the "murder car” held until Thurs­ 
day, when it was 
announced 
addi­ 
tional evidence would be presented 
against him. 


Dougherty testified that after his ar­ 
rest Sam Paul had told him that Sulli­ 
van was the first to inform him of 
Rosenthal's murder. Previous to that, 
Dougherty said, Paul had heard of no 
plans to get rid of Rosenthal, accord­ 
ing to Paul's story. 
Paul had said 
that he was asleep In a hotel when 
Sullivan woke him up to tell him of 
the murder. 
The commissioner testi­ 
fied that other evidence in his posses­ 
sion, however, had justified him in ask­ 
ing that Paul be held on a charge of 
murder. 


The natiCm-wide search for the gun- 
men who killed Rosenthal was begun. 
The names of the gunmen are known 
to the police officials through a grill­ 
ing third degree given several priv 
oners now in custody in connection 
with the case. 


The band that were engaged In the 
killing after it had been carefully re­ 
hearsed in an uptown gambling house 
are believed to have fied within a day 
or two, convinced that the "police sys 
tem” would not be able to protect 
them. 


Some of the East Side "characters'* 
whom the detectives are searching for 
are 
"Lefty” 
LotUls, 
a 
gunman; 
"Whitey” Lewis, Harry Vallon, gam­ 
blers; Sam Schepps, a gangster, an I 
"Itaky,” another gangster. 


Police Lieutenant Charles A. Becker, 
head of the "strong arm” squad, whom 
Rosenthal directly accused in sharing 
profits from gambling, was transferred 
to a Bronx precinct, where he will do 
desk duty. 


Body of Nathan Swartz Found 


in New York. 


LEFT CONFESSION IN NOTES 


The body of Nathan Swartz, whose 
tether informed the police that his son 
had confessed he was the slayer of 
tweWe-year-old 
Julia 
Connors, 
was 
found on the fourth floor of a tenement 
house on Chrystle street, New York. 


Swartz had committed suicide by 
inhaling gas. The body was identified 
by Joseph Brennan, a detective; by 
Philip Swartz, a brother, and by notes 
left by th£ man. 


Swartz had hired the room eight 
days ago under the name of Max Hirs- 
kowltz 
from 
Max 
Kaplan. 
Kaplan 
smelled gas. He found Swartz in bed, 
with the end of a gas tube that ran 
from the middle of the ceiling tied to 
his mouth. A hospital physician found 
the man was dead. 


Written in lead pencil on his collar 
were the words: "I am guilty and in­ 
sane/1 


There were several pieces of news­ 
paper lying around, and on one oi 
these was written the sentence: 


"I was sorry the minute after I did 
i t So don't cry for m e/’ 


A letter written on botn sides or a 
white envelope, which had been torn 
open, was found lying on the floor. 
This was in part as follows: 


"New York, July 17, 1912. 


"This Is only to my dear mother, 
who I am always homesick for, and 
same to the rest and Pa, whose word 
I am taking by doing this, which I fig­ 
ure the easiest death in my own esti­ 
mation. 


"I want to say that if I happen to 
be revived in order to bo execute*!, 
why PH take that medicino Just the 
same. 
My last job was at Pocket 
book manufacturing company, at 74 
Grand street. 
He owes me for twr 
days work, pleaso secure pay and give 
to mother, for she’s very very poor. 


"Pm sorry to cause the trouble tc 
my neighbor, but all he’ll have to d* 
Is/*all a cop. Tell mother again that 1 
am really guilty and she’ll not cry her 
eyes and heart out. I know she thinks 
I’m innocent. 
I’m sorry I did it, blit 
I got crazy as I often do and you can’t 
blame me nor any one else.” 


Swartz, his landlord 
said, 
would 
have been turned out of his room fot 
failure to pay his rent, and the po­ 
lice think that, fearful of the ordeal of 
finding another place of shelter and 
subjecting 
himself to the gaze oi 
strangers, he finally brought himself 
to entertain the idea of suicide sug 
gested to him by his father. 


Only a few days ago Swartz’s father 
informed the police that his son had 
told him that he had killed the girl, 
and that he had responded that there 
was nothing left but for the son tc 
commit suicide.

The call for the mass convention in 
part was as follows:

29 that year in the absence of the 
sheriff, J. H. Rothermel, having taken 
the keys from the sheriff's wife. 


He went to Butte, where he was ar­ 
rested on Feb. 22, 1909, for beating his 
wife. The complaint was made by his 
sister-in-law, who told of the murder. 
He was brought back to the Mauoh 
Chunk jail by Rothermel and was sen­ 
tenced to be hanged. 


Leskowski made his second escape 
July 19, 1909, just three years ago, by 
sawing the lock bar of his cell, forcing 
it, sawing the bars of a rear window 
and lowering himself by a blanket ov#r 
a wall. 


Latham Killed by Wild Buffalo. 


Hubert Latham, the famous Anglo- 
French airman, and one of the p lo 
neers of heavier than air aviation, was 
killed by a wild buffalo while hunting 
in the French Soudan. The fatality oc­ 
curred on June 7. 


Latham's 
death 
occurred in th* 
Chari river, near Bahr Es Salamat, 
practically in the center of the French 
Soudan and in the direction of Lak* 
Chad. 


According to the governor general 
of French Equatorla/ Africa, Martial 
Henri Merlin, in telegraphing the new* 
to the minister of the colonies, Lath­ 
am was out with a number of native* 
in the forest, when he shot and wound­ 
ed a buffalo. The animal immediately 
charged him, and before he could es­ 
cape gored and trampled him to death. 


Latham was the first man to fly 
over a big city in a heavier than air 
machine. This feat he performed In 
Baltimore In October, 1910. 
He flew % 
from the aviation ground about fif­ 
teen miles outside of Baltimore, over 
the entire city and harbor, circling the 
Washington monument and perform­ 
ing stunts 1500 feet in the air over th* 
business section.

Los Angeles, Cal.—Details of the re­ 
cent battle of Cuatro Cienegas, which 
was characterized by horrors even 
surpassing General Sherman s famous 
characterization

reached this city the other day. 


According to these advices, corro­ 
borated in a measure by the official 
report of the battle, the army of Or­ 
ozco reverted to a state of savagery 
unequalled in the annals of modern 
warfare. 


Driven from the city in which they 
had committed the most unspeakable 
atrocities, his forces became lost in 
the desert of Bolson de Mapimi, sad 
more than 600 terrified soldiers per­ 
ished from thirst and exposure to the 
elements. 


“Before the army was driven from 
the city by the arrival of the federal# 
we could hear the clamor of the vic­ 
tims who were being mistreated before 
their sufferings were ended by the 
bestial executioners,” says the report.

Cheese is such a valuable food and ii 
so particularly good in combination 
with starchy foods, and those, lacking 
fats and flavor, that it should be found 
more often upon our tables. 


When buying cheese it is best not 
to get it in too large quantities, as U 
drys and molds. To keep it from mold­ 
ing, wrap it in a cloth wrung out of 
vinegar. 
Gpate all the jymall pieces 
before they get too dry and keep them 
in a Jar with a tight cover. 


In cooking cheese it is well to re­ 
member that overheating it makes it 
indigestible. 
When possible, add the 
cheese to a hot dish only long enough 
to melt i t A tablespoonful of cheese 
will flavor a dish, and not even a scrap 
should be thrown away. 


Butter crackers and sprinkle with 
grated cheese and a dash of cayenne, 
place in a hot oven and servo wh«*’ 
the cheese is melted. 
• Cheese Shell Filled With Cabbage. 
—Boil until tender a small head of 
young cabbage. Drain, chop and sea­ 
son well. 
There should be about two* 
cupfuls. 
Put it in an empty edam or 
pineapple cheese shell, in alternate 
layers, with one cup of white sauce. 
Heat in the oven until the sauce bub* 
bles; this will give the cabbage a 
delicate cheese flavor. 
Boiled maca« 
roni or rice may be substituted for the 
cheese if preferred. 


Cheese Macaroons.—Spread 
Maca­ 
roons together with any tart Jelly and 
press together with a layer of snappy 
cheese between. 


Cheese Balls.—Add a dash of ta­ 
basco sauce to cream cheese, a pinch 
of salt, paprika to make it pink, and 
cream to make a paste.

walnuts. Serve on lettuce with French 
dressing.

After a succesaful effort to climb 
to the topmast of the Hartford, Ad- 
miral Farragut's 
old 
flagship, 
now 
moored at the naval academy wharf, 
Annapolis, Md., and pierce his cap 
with a spike which adorns the highest 
point, thus fulfilling the academy tra- 
dition thought to be a necessity for 
all newly entered midshipmen, Wil- 
liam L. Bullock, who entered the In- 
stitution only six weeks ago, fell 100 
feet to the deck while ^attempting tc 
descend and broke his neck, dying In 
stantly.

Man Drowned on Roof. 


Robert Klnsella, employed by a cor 
set company, was drowned on the toj 
of a twelve-Btory building In New Yojk 
city. 


Kinsella had gone to the roof to 
release a foot and a half of water, 
wliich had collected there when th • 
drain pipe became clogged up wl.h 
some rubbish. 


He ran his right arm down Int^ 
the drain pipe after he had cleared 
away the rubbish from the mouth oi 
the hole, when .the suction of th- 
rushing water caught him. 
He w^s 
drawn into the pipe up to the shouUlor 
Despite the efforts of three compun 
Ions to pull him out the suction lieM 
him firmly and his head was draw 
Into the water which still remained 
on the roof. In plain sight of them 
looking up at them through a few 
inches of water which covered hJi- 
face, he was drowned. 


Hearings before the coroner in New 
York city for the five men accused 
or held as witnesses in the murder of 
Herman Rosenthal, the gambler, were 
continued until Thursday at the ro- 
queet of District Attorney Whitman, 
that the nation-wide search for the 
gunmen who did the actual killing 
might continue. 


The district attorney expects more 
evidence of convincing character by 
Thursday and then also will be able to 
give thè authority for the statements 
he makes against the prisoners. 


Louis "Brldgle" Webber, a gambler, 
was held as an accessory in the mur- 
der of Rosenthal by Coroner Felnberg. 
The hearings of Louis Llbby and Wil- 
lie Shapiro, chauffeurs and owners of 
the "murder car," and Jack Rose were 
continued. 
Sam Paul and Jack Sulli- 
van, a former newsboy, wore held as 
material witnesses. 


Counsel for Webber and Paul later 
obtained from Justice Glegerich, of 
the state supreme court, a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, ordering the warden of 
the Tombs to produce the men in 
court. 
Counsel alleged that the two 
men were being detained without due 
process of law. 


Commissioner Dougherty, the first 
and only witness, testified that Jack 
Rose, following his arrest, admitted 
to him that tlie gray car, Hnown as 
"the murder car," had been hired by 
him on the night Rosenthal was mur- 
dered in front of the Hotel Metropole. 
Dougherty declared that he had also 
questioned other persons (whom ho 
would not name), wtiose statements, 
he said, made it impossible for Rose 
to deny successfully his part in the 
crime. 


Dougherty further testified that he 
had secured evidence positive enough 
to Involve Libby in the murder, and 
Coroner Felnberg ordered the owner 
of the "murder car" held until Thurs- 
day, when It was 
announced 
addi- 
tional evidence would be presented 
against him. 


Dougherty testified that after his ar- 
rest Sam Paul had told him that Bulli- 
o n was the first to Inform him of 
Rosenthal's murder. Previous to that, 
Dougherty said, Paul had heard of no 
plans to get rid of Rosenthal, accord- 
ing to Paul's story. 
Paul had said 
that he was asleep In a hotel when 
Sullivan woke him up to tell him of 
the murder. 
The commissioner testi- 
fied that other evidence In his posses- 
sion, however, had justified him in ask- 
ing that Paul be held on a charge of 
murder. 


The nati6n-wide search for the gun- 
vien who killed Rosenthal was begun. 
The names of the gunmen are known 
to the police officials through a grill- 
ing third degree given several pris» 
oners now in custody in connection 
with the case. 


The band that were engaged In the 
killing after it had been carefully re- 
hearsed in an uptown gambling house 
are believed to have fled within a day 
or two, convinced that the "police sys 
tern" would not be able to protect 
them. 


Some of the East Side "characters" 
whom the detectives are searching for 
are

gunman; 
"Whitey" Lewis, Harry Vallon, gam- 
blers; Sam Schepps. a gangster, an i 
"It«ky," another gangster. 


Police Lieutenant Charles A. Becker, 
head of the "strong arm" squad, whom 
Rosenthal directly accused In sharing 
profits from gambling, was transferred 
to a Bronx precinct, where he will do 
desk duty.

Tell mother again that 1 
am really guilty and she'll not cry her 
eyes and heart out. I know she thinks 
I'm innocent. 
I'm sorry I did it, but

failure to pay his rent, and the po- 
lice think that, fearful of the ordeal ol

gested to him by his father. 


Only a few days ago Swartz's father 
Informed the police that his son had 
told him that he had killed the girl, 
and that he had responded that there 
was nothlHg left but for the son tc 
commit suicide.

The body of Nathan Swartz, whose 
father informed the iwlice that his son 
had confessed he was the slayer of 
twelve-year-old 
Julia 
Connors, 
wao 
found on the fourth floor of a tenement 
house on Chrystie street. New York. 


Swartz had committed suicide by 
Inhaling gas. The body was identified 
by Joseph Brennan, a detective; by 
Philip Swartz, a brother, and by notes 
left by thjs man. 


Swartz had hired the room eight 
days ago under the name of Max Hlrs- 
kowltz 
from 
Max 
Kaplan. 
Kaplan 
smelled gas. He found Swartz in bed, 
with the end of a gas tube that ran 
from the middle of the celling tied to 
his mouth, A hospital physician found 
the man was dead. 


Written in lead pencil on his collar 
were the words: "I am guilty and in- 
sane." 


There wer# several pieces of news- 
paper lying around, and on ojXQ oi 
these was written the sentence: 


"I was sorry the minute after I did 
I t 
So don't cry for mm."

Sheriff nogol, of Maurh Chunk, Pa., 
received a mossego from Luke Noonan, 
sheriff of Butte, Montana, asking If he 
was 
stin 
looking for Martin L.es 
kowski, tlie jail breaker and convlctod 
murderer. Begel promptly wired back 
to hold Leskowskl. 


Leskowski, who was 
convicted o! 
killing his boarding house mlstrPHs 
Mary Yantchik, at Lansford. on Jan 
15, 1904, walked out of Jail on March 
29 that year in the absence of the 
sheriff, J. H. Rothermel, having taken 
the keys from the sheriff's wife. 


He went to Butte, where he was ar- 
rested on Ffeb. 22, 1909, for beating his 
wife. The complaint was made by his 
sister-in-law, who told of the murder. 
He was broUKW; back to the Mauoh 
Chunk Jail by Rothermel and was spn- 
tenced to be hanged. 


Leskowski made his second escape 
July 19. 1909, just three years ago, by 
sawing the lock bar of his cell, forcing 
It, sawing the bars of a rear window 
and lowering himself by a blanket over 
a wall.

The call for the mass convention in 
part was as follows: 


"To tho Progressives of Ponnsylva 
nia, without regard to previous party 
aifillatlons. 


"We are instructed to announce tbe

When possible, add the 
cheese to a hot dish only long enough 
to melt I t 
A tablespoonful of cheese 
will flavor a dish, and not even asCrap 
should be thrown away. 


Butter crackers and sprinkle with 
grated cheese and a dash of cayenne« 
place in a hot oven and serve w h e ' 
the cheese is melted. 
* Cheese Shell Filled With Cabbage. 
—Boll until tender a small head of 
young cabbage. 
Drain, chop and sea- 
son well. 
There should be about two 
cupfuls. 
Put it in an empty edam or 
pineapple cheese shell, in 
alternate 
layers, with one cup of white sauce. 
Heat in the oven until the sauce bub* 
bles; 
this will give the cabbage a 
delicate cheese 
flavor. 
Boiled maca^ 
roni or rice may be substituted for the 
cheese If preferred. 


Cheese 
Macaroons.—Spread 
Maca* 
roons together with any tart Jelly and 
press together with a layer of snappy 
cheese between. 


Cheese Balls.—Add a dash of ta-* 
basco sauce to cream cheese, a pinch 
of salt, paprika to make it pink, and 
cream to make a paste. 
Form- into 
balls and roll In finely chopped black 
walnuts. Serve on lettuce with FYencb 
dressing. 


Pack cream cheese, well seasoned, 
into red or green peppers; then serve 
cut in slices.
